While_the first actual coining of 
money is attributed to Pheidon, king 
of Argos, in 895 B. C., it must not-be 
supposed that:there had not existed a 
keen appreciation of the .value and 
uses of money for centuries previous 
to the introduction of coinage. The 
ancient Egyptians had a gold ,and sil- 
ver standard of currency, and their 
money was in the form of gold and sil- 
ver ornaments, rings and nuggets, the 
purchasing value of which depended 
on their weight. The Greeks improved 
s0mewbat on this system by first mark- 
ing the weight on gold and silver nug- 
gets so that it would po lynger be 
necessary to reweigh them every time 
they were to be used for purposes of 
exchange or trade. Then came ‘the ip- 
troduction of goid, silter and copper 
nuggets of graded uniform sizes dnd 
value. The next step. was the molding 
and stamping of disks made from the 
nrecious metals, ~Some of these first 
coins were enormous, the idea appar- 
ently being to discourage the greedy 
from attempting to accumulate” and 
carry around too many of them.

MONSTER AIRSHIPS. 


Enormous Ones to Be Built by the 
French Government. 

The French. war department is ac 
tively pushing the construction of the 
new dirigible La Republique and is ex- 
pectiung to bave this new aerial war- 
ship ready id May, The 1908 budget 
includes the construction of two dirigi- 
bles of like size, and when these are 
completed .the goverument will under- 
take to build several larger airships of 
twice the size. The plans for the first 
of these have been drawn up recently 
by the Lebaudy brothers and submit- 
ted to the war department. The 
jJength of these vew airships will be 
100 meters (828 feet), the greatest di- 
ameter 11% meters (37% feet) and the 
capacity between 7.000 and 8,000 cubic 
meters (247,198 and 282,542 cubic feet), 
The horsepower -wili be 240 and will 
copsist of two 120 borsepower four 
cylinder Panbard engines driving two 
separate propeller shafts extending the 
entire length of the body and carrying 
a propeller at each end, Thus there 
will be four propellers, two (one at the 
front and one at the rear) being oper- 
ated by each motor. In case of a 
breakdown of either of the engines 
the other is sufficiently powerful to 
drive the airship to its destigation. 

There are also to be two lifting pro- 
pellers mounted ov vertical ghafts for 
the purpose of obtaining stability un- 
der the most adverse conditions. The 
envelope will be constructed of water- 
proof fabric sugported upon a rigid 
frame in a s{milar manner to that of 
the Zeppelin airship, while the bal- 
loonette to allow for expansion and 
contraction will also be retained, @ 

Following out the plan of the Ital- 
fans Crocco and Ricaldoni to use their 
hydroplane gliding/ boat with aerial 
propellers as the body part of a new 
Italian dirtgible which, is being con‘ 
stfucted, It is\ffoposed to use the mo- 
tor boat Panhard-Tellier, which has its 
engines already installed, as the body 
part of the new French dirigible, It is 
expected to obtain 4 speed of sixty 
The 
lifting power of the new airship will 
be in the neighborhood of eight tons.— 
Scientific American.

ANOTHEB X-RAY MARTYR. 


Lendon Hospital Operator Crippled In 
Both Hands by Fell Disease. 


Another martyr to medigal science 
in connection with the X-ray process 
is Mr. Ernest Harnack, of the Lon- 
don Hospital, whose case is almost 
as bad as that of Dr. Hall-Edwards; 
of Birmingham, who was recently 
granted a Civil List pension of $600 
per annum, 

Mr. Harnack is a pioneer in X-ray 
work. e was senior clesk to the 
registrar at the hospital, and = also 
clinical photographer, when the ‘dis- 
covery Was first. made known, and he 
at once proceeded to qualify himself 
Eventually 
he became the head of the X-ray de- 
partment of the hospital, and some of 
his discoveries have proved of the 
utmost value. 

After he had been engaged in the 
work about three or four years he be- 
gan to feel a tingling of the fingers. 
He at first thought it was caused by 
developing the plates. but the true 
explanation soon became apparent, 
and since that time he has suffered 
great agony. 

In 1900 a finger-nail was removed. 
Then in course of time he lost all his 
nails. Last October he was operated 
upon for a growth on the baek of the 
loft hand. At Christmas he found 
that the growth was recurring, and 
in, the middle of January underwent 
another operation. The third finger 
‘as amputated; also, it being feared 
that the growth was of a malignant 
character, all the glands of the left 
iim were removed. 

At the same time the right hand 

was operated upon, for it was covered 
with ulcers. The hand was seraped 
and skin from the left arm was graft 
ed upon it. Altoyether, Mr. Harnack, 
who is onlv forty. was on the operat 
ing table two and a half hours. Un- 
fortunately, the skin grafted on to 
‘e rieht hand eave way, and a few 
days ago three fingers were removed, 
so that he has now-only the little 
finger and thumb left on the hand. 
_ When Mr. Harnack began to suffer 
‘Nrovgh the frequent exposure of his 
hands to the X-ravs he carried out 
experiments with the obiect of nre- 
venting other operators being similar- 
Iv afflicted. And he tit yon the de- 
wiee of an lead glass shield for the 
X-ray tube. This has proved entirely 
effectual, for an assistant of Mr. Har 
nack’s, whé has been working in the 
denartment for five vears. has gna- 
tnined no ill effects. Since Mr 
Harnack has been at the head of the 
department 50,000 or 60.000 people 
have passed through his hands.

Becarse 
Mr. Reddy. had a mandate from his 
colleagues that they could no longer 
support it.

Apart from other considerations, 
eattle-driving has brought about a 
state Of commercial insecurity and 
threatened widespread bankruptcy 
that will be felt for the next decade 
at least. Htmdreds of farmers ace 
practically ruined because they ¢qn- 
not get accommodation from the joint 
stock banks. The latter will not lend 
five pounds on security, that a couple 
of years ago was good for ten times 
the amount. 

Every local newspaper is full of 
anctionis of farms, and the market- 
able value of land has certainly de- 
preciated at least 20 per ‘cent. since 
the beginning. of 1907. ‘The~merchant, 
the farmer, and the laborer every- 
where have the one complaint, and 
the outloexk for the future is black 
indeed. 


DEATH OF SIR H. VINCENT. 


Varied Career of Well-Known British 
Volunteer Officer. 


The death is announced, from Men- 
tone, of Sir Howard Vincent, M.P. for 
the .Central Division of Sheffield. 
Death, it is.stated, was due to heart 
failure, a weakness which ‘seems to 
be the common lot of the politician, 
and from ~ which. Sir Howard had 
long suffered. Sir Howard Vincent 
had lived a particularly strenuous and 
varied life. First a soldier, then a 
barrister, then the Director of Crim- 
inal Investigation for the Metropoli- 
tan Foree, it was not until he had 
acquired a very wide knowledge of 
men and affairs that he first entered 
Parliament in 1885 as member for 
the Central Division of Sheffield, 
which he represented ever since. Edu- 
cated at Westminster School and the 
Royal Military College, Sandhurst, Sir 
Howard first embraced the soldier’s 
life, being appointed ensign in the 
23rd Royal Welsh Fusiliers in 1868. 
He retired as lieutenant in 1873. The

military instinct, however, remained 


with him, and after being a captain 
in the Royal Berks Militia, Sir How- 


ard resigned in 1875 to assume the 
command of the Central London Run- 
gers, whilst in later ‘years his interest 
in the volunteer movement was very 
strong, his connection with the 
Queen’s Westminster Volunteers, to 
which he owed the rank of colonel, 
being a long and honorable one. He 
was mainly instrumental in establish- 
ing the C.1.V.’s at the time of the 
Boer War. He would himself have 
gone to the front, but at the last mo- 
ment, to his keen disappointment, he 
was refused on medical grounds, it 
being stated that he was then suffer- 
ing from a heart affection. Severing 
his military connections in 1875, Sir 
Howard was admitted a barrister in 
1876, and practiced in the Divorce 
Divisions. His experience here was 
short, for in 1878 he became Director 
of Criminal Investigation, being ap- 
pointed to reorganize the detective 
system of the Metropolitan Police. 
Sir Howard did not seek Parliamen- 
tary honors until 1835, when, as stated 
above, he was elected for the Central 
Division of Sheffield. Since then he 
has been one of the most active Par- 
liamentarians of his time. Sir’ How- 
ard was one of the earliest of Tariff 
Reformers. He was knighted by the 
late Queen in 1896. and created a 
Companion to the Bath and a K.C. 
M.G., whilst he was also a Knight to 
the Orders of the German Crown, and 
of the Crown of Italy. He -was also 
a Commander of the Legian of Honor.

. FLOATING COFFINS, 


Strange State of Things In London 
Parish Church. 


A most gruesome state of affairs pre- 
vuils~at the parish church of Edg- 
ware, The sacred edifice. has been 
for some time waterlogged, and, the 
extraordinary spectacle has, been seen 
of coffins floating’ in. several feet of 
water in the Vaults beneath the chan- 
eal. It was through ‘an oversight in 
regard. to the. drainage from the roof 
). or 40 y4ars ago that thé ground 
enéath the churéh floor became. sat- 
‘arated,, filling: thé vaults .with water, 
in which eighteenth century coffins 
and human remains drifted about. 
When this was discovered the church 
was closed by. order of the Rural-Dis- 
trict Council as'a menage to public 
health. An ortter in.council directing 
the rector and chugghwardens to rem- 
edy this state of thifs was. obtained, 
and the contractors have just begun 
their work. The~builders’ preliminary 
work disclosed an even more dreadful 
condition of things beneath the church 
than anyone expected. For centuries 
‘the rectors and-some of the more in- 
fluential parishioners were buried be- 
neath the floor of the church—some in 
vaults, other in ordinary graves: The 
result was that the church floor cov- 
ered a small but crowded _ burial- 
ground. “We found some of the cof- 
fins,” declared the rector, ‘lying in 
soft, saturated earth, not more than 
two or three feet ‘beneath the church 
floor. The water had gradually dis- 
integrated the coffins, and when we 
had the slabs lifted we found frag- 
.ments .of coffin, human bones, and 
black, slimy mud. When they were 
moved' from the place the smell: was 
intolerable.’’ Most of these coffins be- 
longed to the middle of the eighteenth 
century, but the dates range ower a 
wide period. Happily none of them 
was of recent date, for it is quite 50 or 
60 years since the last interment took 
place. ‘In one spot beneath the com- 
munion rails,’’ said the rector, “we 
find that the church floor. consisted 
of barely half an inch of cement, 
whi¢h formed the roof to a large vault 
in which a coffin floated in a pool of 
eek slfmy ‘water 'and refuse.” Re- 
alizing the importance of minimizing 
all risk to the health of the people of 
Edgévare, the contractors are working 
strenuously at their unpleasant task: 
The coffins and remains are being rev- 
erently removed and re-interred in 


one large grave in the churchyard., 


The removal .of the coffins and debris, 
however, will, not be the end of the 
trouble. ‘‘There is so much more to 
be done,” said the rector, ‘“‘and so 
little money with which to do it.” 
The restoration of the church to a 
proper condition will cost not less 
than $10,000. , : 


ADRIFT IN A BOAT. 


British: Commander's Experience In 
Tropical Seas. 


Commander Maclachlan, of H.M:8. 
Scylla, recently had a very narrow 
escape from death. ‘ : 

Details, which have only just arriv- 
ed by the homeward mail, show that 
while the Scylla was in the bay of St. 
George’s, Grenada, Wést. Indies, Com- 
marider Maclachlan thought he would 
like a little fishing. So he set off by 
himself in a dinghy: Soon after he 
had left his vessel a gale sprang up, 
and for two days he’was face to face 
with death. 

The force of wind and wave broke 
the keel off his boat, and=she was con- 
tinually capsizing. As the,sea is in- 
fested with sharks he was in immi- 
nent-danger every time until he had 
righted his boat. Once, inWeed, a 
young shark got into the dinghy, but 
was promptly kicked out. Then the 
sea birds began to attack the cast- 
away, who had to tear a plank from 
the boat to beat them off. 

Meanwhile news of the commander’s 
absence from the Scylla had been con- 
veyed to the shore, and craft of every 
description set out in search of. him. 
When he was found he was in an'‘ex- 
hausted condition, for in addition to 
his repeated duckings he had had to 
contend with the fierce heat of a tro- 
pical sun, and had nothing to eat or 
drink. His tongue and throat were 
so swollen that he copld scarcely 
swallow. 

There were great rejoicings in Gre- 
nada when the news of the rescue was 
made known. Church bells were rung, 
rogkets fired, and a public thanks- 
giving service was held, at which the 
bishop officiated, and the governor and 
chief officials of the island attended. 


Britain’s_“Six Hundred” Lords. 


The British House of Commons can- 
not have more than 670 members, but 
the number entitled to seats and vetes 
in the House of Lords varies as old 
peerages become extinct or new ones 
are created. The roll is increasing. 

A generation ago the “roll of the 
Lords spiritual and temporal;’ bore 
553 names, and that recently issued 
for the present session of Parliament 
gives the names cf 615. Of these 
three ure “peers of theeblood royal,” 
two are archbishops and %4 bishops, 
while more than one-half of the total, 
333, are® barons, the lowest rank in 
the peerage. Of dukes there are but 
22 and of noble earls 124. Scotland is 
represented in the House of Lords 
bz sixteen representative peers, who 
are elected for each Parliament. .Ire- 
lund elects twenty-eight representative 
peers, who serve for life., One of the 
propositions for reform is that all 
the lords of the realm be elected on 
‘their merits as representative men.

John Morley’s decision to finish his 
career with his identity disguised un- 
der some new title as a Member of the 
House ‘of Lords, which he declared 
ten years ago should be either “‘mend- 
ed or ended,” is a grievous disillus- 
ionment to his friends.

With no legal or even moral obliga- 
tion upon him to do so, Mr. Morley 
has undertaken to repay the whole 
amount. In order to do this he not 
ohly had paid out all his savings, 
but has bound himself to pay annual- 
ly a certain sum for a certain num- 
ber of years. ~ 

It is because he believes his health 
cannot stand the strain of the work 
of the House of Commons long en- 
ough to enable him to pay this debt 
that he takes the course, highly re- 
pugnant to him, of going into 
House of Lerds in order that he-may 
remain in the Cabinet and. draw 8 
Minister’s salary of $25,000 a year. |

Betting 
ran high, and thé excitement of the 
people over the races and their favor- 
ite color frequently led to bloodshed.

The jockeys drove in 
a light chariot—usually four in each 
race—and wore close fitting tunics and 
leather caps of distinguishing colors.
